Mr. WICK stated that it would be permissible if 
asked in the future, to state that Mrs. OSWALD was mistaken; 
that she was not shown a picture of RUBY. We could admit 
that ire had ehown her a picture. 


It Is noted that early in the investigation following 
the assassination of the President, the Legat in Mexico City 
brought a photograph of an individual believed to be OSWALD to 
Dallas, ard in line with logical investigation, this photo- 
graph was ishown to Mrs . MARGUERITE OSWALD by SA BARD WELL ». , 
ODUM. This apparently is the photograph that Mrs. OSWALD 
is speaking of, and it was definitely not a photograph of ’ 

HUBY, but a photograph of some individual named by an individual 
in Mexico City, and it was not a photograph of OSWALD. . .. 
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
